BORUM’S aan DISAPPEARS 


Craft in Which Captain Left| 
\ Sinking City of. Memphis 
is Found Empty. 


FIVE MISSING ARE AMERICAN 


Indications That Skippen and 
His Companions Were Taken 
Aboard a Submarine. 


LONDON, March 19.—Fifteen men of 
the American steamship Vigilancia per- 
ished when she was torpedoed by a Ger- 
than submarine, and twenty-eight sur- 
vivors were at sea in lifeboats from Fri- 
day morning until Sunday afternoon be- 
fore they were picked up. 

Of the crew of. the. American steamship 
City of Memphis, which also was sunk 
by a submarine, Captain Borum and 
eight men are missing. Their boat has 
been picked up empty. It is possible 
that they were rescued by some craft 
without witeless or even that they were 
taken aboard the submersible. 

Captain Borum and four of the eight 
missing men of his ship are Americans. 
-Aunong thé Vigilancia’s dead ‘were sev- 
eral American citizens, including’ Third 
| Ofticar Neila Pr. North and Third \Bn- 
guider Catl Adeholde.. This informa- 
tion .was given out by Captajn Frank A, 
wbiadietén’ Of New York, who, With the| 
survivors of thé Vigilancia, has reached 
thé mainland” and: probably will make 
affidavits tomértow before the American 
Const. 

Torpedeed Without Warning. 

To The Associated Press Captain Mid- 
diéton ‘said today that his vessel was 
sunk without warning. It was 10 o’clock 
Friday morning, with the weather clear, 
when the ship was struck by a torpedo 
on the starboard side near the. No. 3 
hatch. Two torpedoes were fired at the 
steamer, but the first passed harmlessly 
astern. Between seven and ten minutes 
after the steamer was struck she foun- 
dered. :

Such powers have been exefcised 
without the authority of this decisioh. 
If the decision authorizes Congress to 
do whatever it likes to meet any sort 
of emergency, the private: interests 
of the railways rest on shifting sands, 
and Goyernment ownership has taken 
a stride never before equaled in this 
country. But, of course, Congress de- 
rives its “ authority" from the Con- 
stitution, not from the court.’ 


MOLOCH HAS VANISHED. 

In the early days. of the war the 
Germans were at pains to explain, es- 
pecially to the United States, that they 
‘were engaged in a “ civilizing nis- 
sion”; the threat of Czarism endan- 
gered Western civilization. “ The Eu- 
ropean soul,” said KaRkL WoLFsKEHL, 
writing ‘to RoMAIN ROoLLAND, “is en- 
“ dangered by the hordes of snub- 
“ nosed Slavs.” We were compelled to 
hear much about “ Russian incendia- 
rism” and the “ Russian Moloch, drunk 
“with the blood and tears of alien 
“ people as well as its own children.” 
In the “ Appeal to’ the- Civilized 
World,” signed by many German pro- 
fessors, we were asked to believe that 
Germany was moved to make war on 
her neighbors bécause “in the Hast 
“ the earth is saturated with the blood 
“ of women and children unmercifully 
“butchered by the wild Russian 
“troops.” Professor HaBRNACK wrote 
of “the Mongolian-Muscovite, mob 
“ which, like the sands of Asia, would 

sweep down over our harvest fields.” 
The war in his eyes was a struggle of 
Western culture against the Asiatic 


»barbarism of Russia and Pan-Slav- 


ism, while in the “ Statement to Amer- 
ica,” issued from German General 
Headquarters, Sept. 2, 1914, Russia 
was described ‘as “ the representative 
“of the most terrible barbarism, a 

“ country that ‘knows no spiritual ‘or 

“no religious freedom, ‘that. tramples 
ipon the freedom of peoples’as well 
of individuals.” 

In the “‘well-remembered pamphlet 
entitled “ The Truth About Germany; 
“Attested by Thirty-four German 
“ Dignitaries,” the war was attributed 
to “ a comprehensive attack of Slavism 
under Russian guidance,” and the 
Pan-Slavists were called “ the brutal 
“and unscrupylous representatives of 
“the idea that Russian Czarism was 
“ destined to rule Europe.” 

The expressions of the horror of 
Asiatic barbarism felt by, a nation 
which was allied with the Turk made 
no great impression, upon Western civ- 
ilization. Nor did anybody outside of 
Germany ever believe that the war was 
forced ‘upen the Prussian militarists, 
who'had been preparing for conquest 
forty years, by Russia. But it is 
worth while to reflect, now that Czar- 
ism has passed into history, that Ger- 
many faces on the east a free people 
whose methods of obtaining their’ free- 
dom have been the reverse of barbar- 
ous. . The Russian Moloch is no longer 
drunk. Pan-Slavism no longer threat- 
ens Western’ civilization, which - has 
suffered a cruel blow from German 
Kultur.. Wil, Germany take note of 
the loss of its only plausible excuse for 
plunging the world into war, an ex- 
cuse that was never valid, but has how 
lost the faintest’ semblance of plausi- 
bility? . 
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THE BRITISH VICTORY. 

The battle of the Somme is won. 
Whatever may be the German plan 
of defense, that much is secured. If 
the Germans retire no further than 
their announcement promises, the new 
battle will be fought on ground less 
favorable to them than that of the 
Somme. The battle in which they 
have been defeated was fought with 
the Germans intrenched ‘on’ high 
ground, which the Allies had té take. 
They have given up many intrench- 
ments. between the Ancre and the 
Aisne, in which they could have made 
a defense, but on level ground. In 
retiring north of the Aisne they get 
to higher ground, but not so high as 
that which they have. given up. If 
they mean to make a stand there, 
they will have the advantage of need- 
ing, fewer men to defend the new 
line than they had-to use in defend- 
ing the old, Of course, the. British 
and French wil? need fewer, tooꝝ but 
the German need of men is greater 
than that of the Allies, 

Perhaps the Germans do not mean 
to fight over again, in the trenches, 
the battle they have fought and lost; 
perhaps, if they do mean ‘to do it; 
they will not be ablé. Sir Dovtras 
Hate, who is in a position to. know, 
said some time ago that before Iong 
the war in the west would cease to 
be one. of trenches ‘and would be- 
comé mobile again. . The. retreat 
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ate inventions. Major Monant, for 
instance, was proclaiming that the 
retreat was for the purpose of draw- 
ing the British into such a trap as 
HInpenBuRG set for the Russians in 
the Mazuriax Lakes campaign; they 
were being drawn into a desert “as 
bad as ever fighting ground was,” 80 
as to obtain space for strategical 
movements. At that time the Ger- 
mans were retiring on a front of only | 
fourteen miles and had gone only three 
or four miles. Now they afe retiring 
on ‘a front of eighty-five miles, have 
given up more than 600 square miles 
to the:Allies. Two whole departments 
of France, those of the Oise and the 
Aisne, are given back to her. The 
Germans have retreated because they 
had to, because they could not hold 
the position which they had deemed 
impregnable and to retain which they 
had saérificed so many German lives. 

It is possible that: Hinpensure still 
holds his old opinion that: the decision 
must come-in the east, and that, in 
order to make a last great. effort 
against Russia, he has \surrendered 
his French position so as to. give him 
the needed soldiers. If he has, he 
must have begun the movement 
counting on‘ the half-hearted opposi- 
tion of the old .Russian Government; 
he could not have known that before 
it was completed he would be faced 
by. Russian armies led by’. Generals 
whose arms are now free, by Russian 
statesmen whose one aim is victory. 
Perhaps, even if.he had known it, 
he would have begun the movement 
because there was nothing elise for 
him to do, hecause all hope of suc- 
cessful war in ‘France has gone. af 
this is his plan, he will have to act 
quickly, for the situation in the east 
is rapidly growing worse.. The down- 
fall of Turkey is already visible, and 
such/a disaster on the heels of the 
Somme retirement and the overthrow 
of Germany’s friends in Petrograd 
will have a disastrous effect at home. 
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WHY HE WAS CHEERED. 

From its glacial alp The Boston 
Journal looks down upon and _ dis- 
sects the flounderings of the human 
beings who cavorted so crassly when 
Ambassador GERARD arrived in New 
‘York. Why should they have “ lion- 
ized” -him? It was “so typically 
American and so boyishly genuine.” 

As a matter of cold fact, though, 

Gurarp has performed no wonderful 

feat. 

It ney be a little difficult to inter- 
pret.the antics of humanity. in terms 
comprehensible to the Brahmin in- 
tellect; it is always. difficult for. a 
tumble-bug> to’ explain himself *to’ a 
philosopher. Still, the attempt shopid 
be made. Mr. GmRARD was not wel- 
comed as a Washington or a Lincoln 
or a Grant or à Farragut. He was 
welcomed as the American whom the 
German rulers tried to bulldoze into 
committing his country to an admis- 
sion Of "fet. behtentions. “He” was, 
welcomed as. the American whom 
they believed to be in their power 
and on whose fears for the safety of 
himself or his fellow-countrymen 
also in their power they thought they 
could play. He was welcomed as the 
American who proved to them that in 
yhe case of one American, at least, 
the argument of fear would not work. 
He was welcomed because, at a time 
when real Americans have grown 
sick of the groveling, fear-stricken 
attitude of so many of their public 
men thdy are glad of a chaiice to ex- 
press their opinion of one American 
who, having the opportunity to take 
that attitude, did not take it. He was 
welcomed not because he was a world- 
compelling statesman but because, in 
a time when not every American in 
public life is a real American, he was 
a real American; because, in a time 
that demands men and sometimes 
does not get them, he, having the 
chance, proved himself a man. Other 
public men may get the same kind of 
‘welcome, not by performing’ some 
“ wonderful feat,” but by proving the 
same thing in the face of terrorism; 
GERARD in his sm@all corner, and they 
in theirs.

A SUBSTITUTE DOG BILL. 


Gives a Chante to Dog Owners and 
Otherwise Amends Wicks Measure. 


A substitute for the Wicks bill en- 
titled, “‘ An Act Encouraging the Sheep 
Industry,’’ which gives the right to any 
person to kill a dog seen at large on 
farm lands, or even a muzzled dog that 
is seen’ chasing stock or fowl, has been 
submittel to the Legislature by J. R. 
MacElroy after a conference with the 
American Kennel Club and the State 
Conservation Commission 

The substitute bill provides that any 
dog found worrying or pursuing sheep 
shalt be killed, and that any.dog shown 

to have repeatedly killed or "injured fowl 

shall — ated tion of the offense, be 
ordered by a Marshal destroyed either 
by the owner or. by the nearest humane 
society. 

Dogs found without. license tags are 
to be held three for claimants, 
ander the gube ieate, hil, instead of he- 
ing ordered ki i mediately, as the 

Wicks bill — If'a dog is shown 
to be inclined: to wander, the new bill 
provides that the owner shall be nott- 
fied to keep it upon his premises.
